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Rep. Steny Hoyer Meets Mayors 
To Discuss Funding Local Projects 


On Friday, January 30 the 
City of Greenbelt hosted a box 
luncheon for mayors of towns 
and cities within the Fifth Con- 
gressional District, the district 
represented by Steny Hoyer, ma- 
jority leader of the House of 
Representatives. The purpose 
was to hear Hoyer’s presentation 
on the anticipated impact upon 
municipalities of the American 
Recovery and Reinvestment Plan 
just approved by the U. S. House 
of Representatives. 

Also present were Maryland 
Lieutenant Governor Anthony 
Brown and Maryland Secretary 
of Transportation John Porcari. 
Approximately 25 mayors were 
present. 

Mayor Judith Davis chaired 
the meeting. In welcoming Hoy- 
er she noted that Greenbelt was 
an early “shovel-ready” project 
built by the Franklin Roosevelt 
Administration as an effort, in 
part, to provide employment to 
building tradesmen. She noted 
that the first thing to be built was 
the dam for Greenbelt Lake while 
plans for the community itself 
still were being prepared. Much 
of the work had been done with 
shovels and other hand tools. 

Hoyer agreed that building 
Greenbelt was the kind of pub- 
lic project needed to deal with 
the Depression of the 1930s 
and again now with the cur- 
rent economic problems. How-

ever, he expected the response 
to deal with today’s problems 
to be quicker and help turn the 
economic situation around more 
rapidly. 

Hoyer noted that Monday’s pa- 
per had reported planned layoffs 
of 65,000 jobs. It’s as if “the 
entire population of Bowie lost 
jobs in one day,” he said. “That 
is the reason for acting swiftly to 
confront the problem.” 

By passing the emergency re- 
lief plan, he said, the House had 
approved the largest appropriation 
ever made, $825 billion. Hoyer 
distributed a report by the United 
States Conference of Mayors 
outlining the numerous money 
authorizations directed toward 


funding programs benefiting local 
cities and towns. He particularly 
noted the money allocated to help 
small businesses keep employees, 
for nutritional programs, for help- 
ing states pay Medicaid costs, for 
school construction, for persons 
with disabilities and to invest in 
infrastructure. 

The House had made sure that 
not all funds will go to state gov- 
ernments, he said; some will go 
directly to municipalities. Hoyer 
said it would be hard to find a 
large number of projects that can 
be accomplished to utilize the re- 
lief funds within 18 months. He 
noted that the monies were not

City Council Is Briefed on New 
GAIL Backpack to Health Program 


Greenbelt’s Community Re- 
source Advocate Crystal Batey 
took advantage of a light city 
council agenda for the January 26 
meeting and presented a report 
on a new Greenbelt Assistance 
in Living (GAIL) program. De- 
veloped in response to a health 
needs assessment done by the 
Bowie State University School 
of Nursing and the University 
of Maryland’s School of Social 
Work, the new program is called 
the Backpack to Health Initia- 
tive. It will begin in March with 
regular visits by the Governor’s 
Wellmobile to the Springhill Lake 
Elementary School. 

The free services to unin- 
sured Greenbelt residents will 
take place on the second and 
fourth Mondays of the month. 
They will include physical ex- 
ams, well women check-ups and 
non-emergency medical services. 
Participating residents will be 
able to schedule appointments via 
a toll free phone number. 

The Backpack to Health initia- 
tive is a year-long campaign to 
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provide health information, re- 
sources and screening for families 
with children in the Springhill 
Lake Elementary School and 
the surrounding community. A 
key part of the program will be 
dissemination of information by 
means of the schoolchildren’s 
backpacks. 

These will include health-related 
information targeted toward areas 
that were identified in the needs 
assessment, dates for free health 
screenings, distribution of free pro- 
duce, recreational offerings, classes 
and other resources. The backpack 
information program will start in 
February with information in both 
English and Spanish. 

GAIL has identified an im- 
pressive list of community part- 
ners who will be supporting or 
participating in the program: 
Washington Adventist and Prince 
George’s County Hospitals, 
Bowie State School of Nursing; 
Prince George’s County Health 
Department; Women, Infants and 
Children Program; Family Tree; 
Priority Partners MCO; Com- 


munity Crisis Services and oth- 
ers. Priority Partners MCO has 
teamed with the Capital Area 
Food Bank to distribute free pro- 
duce for up to 150 Springhill 
Lake Elementary families planned 
for in mid-February. 

Staffing of the initiative will 
be provided by a Bowie State 
School of Nursing intern along 
with other Bowie State, How- 
ard and University of Maryland 
Schools of Social Work interns. 
The new program will also blend 
into the annual Health and Well- 
ness Fair that GAIL sponsors 
every October. 

The mayor and council ex- 
pressed their appreciation for the 
efforts that Christal Batey and 
other GAIL staff had put into de- 
velopment of this new program. 
Council noted the track record 
initiated by her team for previous 
innovative programs. City Man- 
ager Michael McLaughlin noted 
as well that the program is bud- 
get-neutral and will be funded by 
existing allocations and support 
from the outside partners. 


Council Considers Election 
Reform, Transportation Plan

At its January 26 meeting the 
Greenbelt City Council issued 
a statement on the changes to 
the city election process which 
resulted in a citizen raising ques- 
tions, entered into discussion with 
staff concerning a statement on 
city opposition to the Highway 
Administration Transportation 
Plan as it relates to Kenilworth 
Avenue, supported legislation to 
eliminate funding for the Inter- 
county Connector and supported 
a bill on use of Program Open 
Space Funds. 

City Elections 

As reported in last week’s 
News Review, at the beginning 
of the January 26 council meet- 
ing, the mayor had read a pre- 
pared statement providing a re- 
port on council activities on the 
subject of requests for changes 
to the electoral process for the 
Greenbelt City Council made 
by the Maryland Chapter of the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
(ACLU) and the Prince George’s 
County Chapter of the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP). 

Following the reading of the 
three-page statement and the 
council announcement that three 
public hearings will be scheduled 
during February to provide in- 
formation and seek the opinions 
of Greenbelt residents regarding 
specific recommendations made 
by council, two people were 
recognized for questions or com- 
ments on the topic. 

David Lange, who spoke first, 
commended council for the rec- 
ommendations in the statement 
and for the focus on approaches 
to increase voter participation. 
William Orleans, noting that he 
had just seen the statement for 
the first time that evening, noted 
that he was not satisfied with 
council’s recommendation number 
four, which states that council “‘is 
not recommending that the City 
switch to a district represent- 
ed system for selection of City 
Council members. We believe 
that this is too drastic a step.” 

Here a bit of a contretemps 
developed when Orleans not- 
ed that there was no basis for 
the recommendation contained 
within the statement and asked 
if such an explanation or basis 
was available. Mayor Judith 


Davis responded haltingly that 
an explanation was not available 
at this time and that the purpose 
of the three scheduled hearings 
on the statement or recommenda- 
tions would be to provide more 
background then and seek the 
opinions of the citizenry. 

Orleans persisted and went 
further, hoping that the opinions 
of outside counsel and the city 
solicitor could be made available. 
The city solicitor, who was pres- 
ent at the meeting, indicated that 
those opinions were not avail- 
able. 

By this point Davis was los- 
ing patience with Orleans. She 
assured him that more informa- 
tion would be provided at the 
hearings. When he continued 
to challenge the mayor, she in- 
formed him, “Mr. Orleans, you 
are done.” 

Under Petitions and Requests, 
Sheldon Goldberg asked if coun- 
cil had any recent knowledge of 
the status of the Verizon installa- 
tion of their FiOS fiber optic sys- 
tems in Greenbelt neighborhoods. 
He noted that it appeared this 
activity has stopped in certain 
neighborhoods in Greenbelt East. 

There appeared to be some 
confusion regarding the role of 
homeowner associations regard- 
ing such installations versus in- 
dividual homeowner or neighbor- 
hood association actions. Council 
requested that the city manag- 
er look further into the status 
of FiOS installation in various 
Greenbelt neighborhoods, includ- 
ing Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 

Transportation Plan 

Greenbelt Planning Assistant 
Amy Hofstra briefed council on 
the recently completed Prelimi- 
nary Countywide Master Plan of 
Transportation, which includes 
county priorities and strategies 
for transit, trails and streets. She 
noted that the Master Plan sup- 
ports projects such as the Purple 
Line, extension of the Metro 
Green Line, creation of bicy- 
cle lanes along Greenbelt Road 
and the designation of scenic 
and historic roadways within the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center, all of which are Greenbelt 
priorities as well. 

On the other hand, the Plan

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A Different Opinion 

The Greenbelt City Council 
will soon hold hearings on its 
new recommendations for vot- 
ing system reform. FairVote, a 
nonprofit group that advances 
electoral reform, commends the 
council for taking positive steps 
to ensuring a democratic process 
in local elections but believes 
they fall short of ensuring full 
and fair representation of the city 
on council. 

To improve low voter turnout, 
particularly across the whole city, 
the recommended change of city 
elections from odd-numbered 
years to even-numbered years 
makes good sense. Early voting 
and same day registration are also 
innovative and progressive recom- 
mendations. 

Nevertheless, these proposals 
do not resolve the issue of dis- 
torted representation. The fact 
is that the current all-white city 
council does not reflect Green- 
belt’s racial and ethnic diversity. 
According to an analysis conduct- 
ed by the ACLU of Maryland, the 
city’s eligible voters are nearly 50 
percent of color — 38 percent Af- 
rican American, 6 percent Asian 
American and 3.4 percent Latino. 
These Greenbelters are also active 
participants in federal and state- 
wide elections. 

In order to engage these citi- 
zens in city elections and provide 
for increased access to a seat at 
Greenbelt’s council table, we be- 
lieve Greenbelt should adopt choice 
voting — a form of proportional 
representation. Choice voting is an 
at-large electoral system that maxi- 
mizes the efficacy of each citizen’s 
vote by allowing voters to rank 
candidates in order of preference. 
Like-minded groupings of voters 
are able to win one of five seats 
with a fifth of the vote, thereby 
lowering the barrier of gaining ma- 
jority support in the current system. 
Choice voting is used in other 
cites such as Cambridge, Mass., 
and Minneapolis, Minn., and also 
used internationally by countries 
such as Scotland, New Zealand and 
India. Here in Maryland, Takoma 
Park uses a similar ranking system 
called Instant Runoff Voting that 
was approved by 84 percent of 
voters in 2005. 

Contrary to city council’s state- 
ment in its recommendations, 
choice voting does not isolate win- 
ning candidates. Rather, it fosters 
coalition building between different 
interests and points of view by 
rewarding candidates for earning 
second and third choice rankings 
from supporters of other candi- 
dates. Overall, choice voting is a 
fairer electoral system than the cur- 
rent winner-take-all method because 
it allocates seats based on actual 
support and therefore ensures the 
council will accurately reflect the 
views of voters — both those in the 
majority and the minority. 

As the city council and Green- 
belt continue this invaluable dis- 
course on voting system reform, 
FairVote urges the council to con- 
sider substantive electoral system 
change. Choice voting has a track 
record of helping to elect the first 
African American councilors in 
many cities and producing fair 
and reflective city government. 
Greenbelt will be well served to 
consider other electoral systems in 
its pursuit of a more democratic 
government.

Headlining the event is Eliza- 
beth Brownstein, author of the 
critically-acclaimed book, Lin- 
coln’s Other White House: The 
Untold Story of the Man and His 
Presidency. She will be reveal- 
ing secrets she uncovered when 
conducting research for the book 
on Lincoln’s time at the Cottage. 
Erin Carlson Most, Curator of 
the Lincoln Cottage, will then 
deliver a review of the successful 
restoration of the House Museum 
and its first full year of operation 
since opening to the public.

just to help out municipalities but 
also to pay to put people to work 
and enable them to get health 
insurance for their families. 

Hoyer emphasized that unlike 
other Congressional appropria- 
tions, this did not designate funds 
for specific projects favored by 
individual representatives but 
instead left the project determina- 
tion up to the states and munici- 
palities. He noted as well that 
the funds available were rough 
figures still because the Senate 
has yet to act on this legislation 
and could change the figures. 

Lt. Gov. Brown 

Governor Martin O’ Malley 
was supposed to attend the meet- 
ing but he sent Brown instead 
after taking ill. Brown expressed 
the thought that participating in 
a Polar Bear plunge into Chesa- 
peake Bay the prior weekend 
might have had something to do 
with the governor’s indisposi- 
tion. 

Brown commended Hoyer for 
the plan’s efforts to assist all 
levels of government. He noted 
that Maryland municipalities had 
already prepared lists of projects 
suitable for funding under the 
emergency relief plan. The gov- 
ernor, he said, had submitted a 
budget to the General Assembly 
that relied on receiving emergen- 
cy relief funds to be authorized 
by Congress. 

Porcari reported on state plans 
to make transportation invest- 
ments by giving first priority 
to system preservation, such as 
repairs to bridges, resurfacing 
park-and-ride bus lots and repair- 
ing old buildings at Thurgood 
Marshall Baltimore-Washington 
Airport. He is focused on get- 
ting projects out for construction 
within 90 days, including those 
that might be undertaken by mu- 
nicipalities. 

Hoyer said that as soon as the 
legislation is enacted, he would

dertaken. 

Greenbelt Projects 

On January 26 Davis sent a 
letter on behalf of the city list- 
ing Greenbelt projects for con- 
sideration under the anticipated 
economic stimulus package being 
considered by Congress. The 
projects submitted were: 

Renovation of Old Greenbelt 
Theater — $1 million. The city 
has completed plans and permits 
have been approved to perform 
mechanical upgrades, make modi- 
fications to comply with disability 
act requirements and undertake 
historic restoration of the lobby. 

Greenhill/Hillside Outfall Sta- 
bilization — $250,000. Plans are 
complete and permits are being 
sought to undertake work in this 
watershed to curb erosion and 
improve lake water quality. 

Street Resurfacing — $900,000. 
A vendor has been selected and 
work can begin in about 60 days 
with warmer weather. 

Police Computer-aided Dispatch 
and Records Management System 
— $800,000. A vendor has been 
selected and a contract can be 
negotiated within 60 days for this 
joint undertaking by the cities of 
Greenbelt and Hyattsville. 

Greenbelt Road Neighbor- 
hood Conservation Program. The 
Maryland State Highway had 
plans completed for this project 
before the Neighborhood Conser- 
vation Program was ended. The 
city suggests re-establishing the 
program, whose objective was to 
make state roadways more neigh- 
borhood-friendly. 

Playground Improvements 
— $60,000. Plans have been 
prepared to replace playground 
equipment on Ora Glen Drive 
in order to comply with modern 
safety standards; the project could 
be ready to go within 90 days. 
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also recommends some road proj- 
ects that the city has long op- 
posed. Among these are the 
extension of Kenilworth Avenue 
to the north to connect with an 
interchange at the terminus of 
the Intercounty Connector (ICC) 
and, interestingly, long-abandoned 
plans to relocate Crescent Road 
so that it intersects with Ivy Lane 
rather than Kenilworth Avenue 
and to extend upper Ridge Road 
beyond Lastner Lane behind the 
Boxwood community to intersect 
with Kenilworth Ave. at Cherry- 
wood Lane. 

Hofstra noted that she would 
be attending a public hearing on 
the plan scheduled the next day 
in Upper Marlboro and that she 
would be preparing Greenbelt 
comments for submission on the 
record by February 11. Staff 
would submit council’s previous 
recommendations that oppose 
any changes in lane capacity and 
would add bike lanes and pedes- 
trian facilities. 

Hofstra also noted that the 
city’s comments would continue 
to express opposition to the Ke- 
nilworth Avenue extension, the 
ICC and the proposed expan- 
sion of city roadways. Council 
requested an opportunity to re- 
view the comments before their 
submission and indicated that 
Councilmember Konrad Herling 
also would attend the January 27 
hearing in Upper Marlboro. 

State Legislation 

Two proposed State bills were 
considered by council. HB 27 
— Elimination of Intercounty Con- 
nector Funding — has been intro- 
duced by Delegate Barbara Frosh. 
The bill calls for the elimination 
of funding for the toll highway 
for which construction is already 
underway. During last year’s 
legislative session a similar bill 
failed. 

ICC opponents are again fo- 
cusing attention on this single bill 
to halt funding for the contro- 
versial toll road, arguing that the 
now-estimated $4 billion price 
tag for the ICC will effectively 
siphon off roughly 15 to 20 per- 
cent of total Maryland federal 
transportation dollars over the 
next 12 years and that the state 
faces a massive shortfall in its 
six-year capital transportation 
program, with the Maryland De- 
partment of Legislative Services 
now indicating that the State faces 
a $2.5 billion shortfall. Council 
agreed unanimously to communi- 
cate support for HB 27. 

SB 163 deals with the State’s 
Program Open Space (POS) funds 
and clarifies that POS can be used 
for indoor and outdoor recreation 
facilities such as aquatic, golf, com- 
munity and nature centers. Council 
approved support for SB 163. 

With the agenda completed, 
council wrapped things up and pre- 
pared to adjourn. After the motion 
was made to adjourn, however, Da- 
vis requested that council meet in 
executive session for the purpose 
of meeting with legal counsel. She 
was then advised by counsel and 
the city manager that the motion 
should have been to “recess” into 
an executive session; otherwise a 
notice to schedule an executive 
session would be required. With 
that advice, council reconvened and 
withdrew the motion to adjourn, 
then approved a new motion to 
recess for the purposes of meet- 
ing in executive session with legal 
counsel. 

The executive session report- 
edly lasted an hour.

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Climbing the Baseball Broadcasting Ranks

In just a few minutes of talk- 
ing with Jesse Goldberg-Strassler, 
his love for Greenbelt becomes 
readily evident. With an easy 
smile the 26-year-old recalls his 
years growing up in the com- 
munity and his involvement in 
it, which included delivering this 
very paper. 

He remembers the friends he 
had growing up and beams with 
pride as he describes their ac- 
complishments. One appeared on 
the game show Jeopardy, another 
just returned from service in the 
Peace Corps and another is pur- 
suing a music career that’s start- 
ing to take off in some exciting 
ways. “We’re all proud of each 
other,” he said, smiling. 

Goldberg-Strassler has long 
been involved in Greenbelt events 
and activities, such as teaching 
drama classes and helping out 
with Camp Encore. He worked 
with Beverly Palau, the city’s 
public information and commu- 
nications coordinator, on, among 
other things, a video highlighting 
Greenbelt that was submitted to 
the Oprah Winfrey Show. “He’s 
really into his community. You 
can just tell he genuinely loves 
Greenbelt,” Palau said. 

Following Dreams 

A 2004 graduate of Ithaca 
College in Ithaca, N.Y., where 
he majored in television radio 
communications and minored in 
English and writing, Goldberg- 
Strassler has been following his 
dream of announcing baseball 
games and steadily advancing up 
the ranks.

He started in Brockton, Mass., 
doing the pre- and post-game ra- 
dio show, as well as engineering 
the games for the independent 
league team the Brockton Rox. 
While there he worked under 
Dave Raymond, who now calls 
games for the Houston Astros. 

Then it was on to the Mont- 
gomery Biscuits, in Montgomery, 
Ala., the AA team affiliated with 
the Tampa Bay Rays. There he 
did three innings of play-by-play 
and six innings of color com- 
mentary. 

During the two seasons that 
he worked with the Biscuits, the 
team won the championship both 
years, leaving Goldberg-Strassler 
with some “very nice and gaudy” 
championship rings. 

Most recently he was broad- 
casting games for the Windy City 
Thunderbolts, an independent 
team in the Frontier League, 
where Goldberg-Strassler, as the 
number one broadcaster was “in 
charge of everything,” including 
calling all nine innings, traveling 
on the bus with the team and 
dealing with the media. And 
perhaps his voice provides an ele- 
ment of luck. The Thunderbolts 


won the championship during the 
season he called their games. 

“He truly loves the sport,” 
Palau said. She’s listened to 
the games he’s broadcast via the 
internet and is impressed with 
his skills. “He’s just very good 
at it.” 

Apparently other people think 
so, too. After finishing the sea- 
son with the Thunderbolts, Gold- 
berg-Strassler was a runner-up for 
the Broadcaster of the Year by 
the publication Ballpark Digest. 

For now he’s filling his sched- 
ule with substitute teaching gigs 
but in about a month he’ll be off 
to Lansing, Mich., to broadcast 
games for the Lansing Lugnuts, 
the A team affiliate of the To- 
ronto Blue Jays, Goldberg-Stras- 
sler said. 

He’s worked hard following 
his dream, putting in long hours 
— the traditional office hours 
plus time spent calling the ac- 
tual games. “You might end 
up working from 8 a.m. to I1 
p.m. You’re working your way 
toward something,” he said of his 
career’s demands. “I’m work- 
ing my way toward the major 
leagues.” 

Greenbelt is Great 

Confident but very modest 
about his own accomplishments, 
Goldberg-Strassler believes that 
it’s the people of Greenbelt who 
collectively make it great. Any 
of them could have an interesting 
and compelling story to tell about 
their lives. “It seems to me you 
could find stories about people 
anywhere you wanted to look. 
All you got to do is open up a 
phone book.”

In the Parade 

What is it like? Chilly, excit- 
ing, freezing, thrilling, bitter cold 
and stirring and at times boring. 
Am I glad I did it? Now that I 
am warm and no longer standing 
outside in the wind and waiting, 
yes, I am, most definitely. Here 
are some warm moments from 
behind the scenes. 

Arrive at Pentagon City Metro 
Station by the latest at 6:30 a.m. 
we are told. I got there about 6 
a.m. Fortunately Starbucks was 
open on the lower level, so many 
of us were in line for something 
hot. Discussions between strang- 
ers were about where you were 
from, where did you serve in the 
Peace Corps, when and what are 
you doing now. Fairly standard 
Opening conversions among Re- 
turned Peace Corps Volunteers 
(RPCV) I have learned. In my 
case it was Russia 2001-2003. 

After a security check at the 
Pentagon parking lot, we were 
off to the Ellipse. In the warm- 
ing tents (thank you, thank you), 
I saw some of the swearing-in 
but not much, so I listened care- 
fully. When Obama was sworn 
in, everyone in the tent cheered 
and clapped loudly. Particu- 
larly touching was when every- 
one stood up and sang “The Star 
Spangled Banner.”

At one point a Maine march- 
ing band in front of us did some 
cheers to help keep warm. The 
cold had even gotten to them. 
We responded with cheers — it 
was kind of fun. 

Finally around 5 o’clock, I 
think, it was our division’s turn 
to begin moving along to the start 
line. Wow, it was so great to see 
cheering and waving people after 
standing around so long on basical- 
ly deserted streets except for us. 

Approaching the reviewing 
stand, I had a great location in 
our group — third line back and 
second person in and on the 
same side as the reviewing stand. 
I had a great view of all the 
Obamas and Mr. Biden too. 

Despite the empty stands and 
sidewalks, the parade having 
started late and it being so cold, 
the ones who stayed seemed to 
be especially enthusiastic in their 
waving, maybe to keep warm? 
Or to make up for the empty 
sidewalks and stands? Which- 
ever it was, I was glad they were 
there and I did my share of wav- 
ing back at them.

As Volunteers 

My wife and I volunteered 
for the Obama inauguration. 
We arrived at the Greenbelt 
Metro on January 20 at 4:15 
a.m. to discover that traffic was 
so heavy the police had diverted 
the cars into side streets. Rather 
than being an annoyance, this 
somehow added to the grandeur 
of the day. 

Despite the cold, everyone 
was in high spirits. People, 
figuratively from all walks of 
life, were literally walking down 
the road together to celebrate 
one very special event. 

Upon arriving in the city, we 
made our way to our designated 
volunteer meeting area. It took 
three hours for us to get from 
our meeting area to our final 
volunteer station. Because of 
security restrictions, trying to 
cross Pennsylvania Avenue was 
an adventure in itself. 

Our duty was to assist with 
preparing the lines of people to 
go through the security checks 
into the parade grounds. A\l- 
though the waits were long and 
information was difficult to 
obtain at times, people gener- 
ally were very understanding. 
Eventually everyone who waited 
passed through our gates and we 
joined the parade watchers. 

Everyone listened intently to 
the swearing-in ceremony via the 
PA system. People were in a ju- 
bilant mood and there was a real 
sense of accomplishment framed 
by hope — hope for a presidency 
based on openness and values, 
rather than on secrecy and spe- 
cial interests. The inaugura- 
tion party then had lunch in the 
Capitol building and was delayed 
when Senator Ted Kennedy had 
a seizure. 

The parade started several 
hours after the oath was taken 
and the wind had become bone- 
chilling. The crowds braved it, 
however, aS everyone was keen 
to see the Obamas. When they 
finally arrived the crowds went 
wild! This is why they’d gotten 
up at 3 a.m. Obama was now 
finally president and the crowds 
could see him as president with 
their own eyes.

Eventually we found our way 
to the south side of the Smithso- 
nian Castle, where a guard said 
that we could climb down three 
flights of stairs in the Castle and 
up the stairs again to get to the 
Mall on the other side. Climbing 
down three flights of stairs meant 
actually standing on the stairway 
for what seemed like ages, nei- 
ther moving forward nor being 
able to move back. Complicating 
Our maneuvers were the masses 
of people lying on the floor and 
sitting on the stairs of the Smith- 
sonian, possibly thawing out. 

Finally we were released into 
the Mall at precisely 11 a.m. 
before any of the dignitaries had 
yet entered the stage on the Capi- 
tol steps. There we again expe- 
rienced what it meant to be part 
of a large group of people, filled 
with enthusiasm and good spir- 
its, joyfully and attentively cel- 
ebrating one momentous occasion 
— President Obama’s swearing-in 
and his inaugural speech. 

Getting home was not easy; 
again there were large masses 
of people walking down streets 
which turned out to be closed off 
by buses or barbed wire.
